Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions 
which are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 3.1 and 37 CFR 1.475. 

In accordance with these rules, applicant is required, in reply to this 
action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-8, and 10 drawn to a reaction system and the first 
process of use of the reaction system. 

Croup II, claim 9, drawn to a device or apparatus which incorporates the 
reaction system of Group I. 

Group III, claim 1 1 , drawn to a second process of use of the reaction 
system of Group I. 

Group IV, claim 1 2 , drawn to a third process of use of the reaction 
system of Group I.

(4) a process and an apparatus or means specifically designed for 
carrying out said process; or 

(5) a product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said 
product and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out said 
process.

The groups of invention I fall within category (2), a product and a method 
of use of that product.
